act of congress will promote peace if administrative of­ 
ficials conspire with elements that desire to create an 
industrial reign of terror. 
Strikes now in progress in some quarters are based 


upon a demand that employers sign some kind of an 
agreement for collective bargaining, although the la 
guarantees collective bargaining, and the law is enforce­ 
able without strikes. 


It is the announced purpose of organizers of the 


C. I. O. to force the “ closed shop’ 
upon the great in­ 


dustries. 
The term closed shop means that no person 


will be allowed to hold a job in those industries unless 
he pays for it in the form of tribute to the captains of 
the organization. Employers who hold to the plan of 
the open shop are sticking to the principle that 
no 


person shall have to pay another person f<»r the privi­ 
lege of working in their shops.
